If Lcontract to pay a man a sum of 
nioney, & broach of that contract is simply 
a ov l wrong} it is not treated as a crime; 
and there is no reason, according to our 
snore modern and juster nations, why 
an employee who, haying con racted with 
mo for amonth’s labor, breaks that con- 
tract should be regarded as a criminal. 
(Hear, hear.) This remnant of class legis- 
Jation has been removed, and ordinary 
breaches of contracts of servico are no 
longer criminal. Thero are some cases, 
however, of breaches of contract, whether 
of service or otherwise, which do obviously 
partake of tho character of crimes, as where 
a man wilfully broaks a contract, know- 
ing that tho consequesces will be great 
public loss or inconvenience, or the de- 
struction of valuable property. These 
breaches wo have kept in the list ef crimes, 
specifying the cases of contractors with gas 
and water companies who wilfully break a 
contract knowing that the consequence will 
be to deprive the town of gas or water, and 
those of contractors with railway companies 
carrying mails who wilfully break their 
contracts, knowing that the consequence 
will be to delay or prevent the progress of 
trains, and so cause loss and inconvenience 
to large numbers of passengers, besides 
stopping the arteries of commerce and the 
despatch of the mails. It has been our 
desire to secure the abrogation of all cla ss 
privileges, and so to legislate as to place 
all classes of Her Majesty’s subjects within 
Canada on precisely the same footing before 
tho law. (Cheers.) It hasbeen a great satis- 
faction to us to learn from our communica- 
tions with both employers and workmen 
that the general scope of these measures is 
acceptable to both, and to observe that while 
our legislation is in the same direction as 
tliat which has taken place in England, it 
is more liberal, and exhibits a bolder ap- 
plication of the principle to which I have 
referred than they have yet been able to 
attain.” (Cheers.)

Not by an increase of the actual wealth of 
the country, not by the produce of their 
business, but by the additional sum the 
tariff would enable the manufacturer to 
take out of the pockets of the tonsumers, 
To illustrate: Suppose a certain kind of 
hats brought into Welland are sold for 75 
cents apiece. A hat manufacturer could 
manufacture those hats here, but it would 
cost him 75 cents each to do so, aad he 
iuust have a profit, therefore he asks and 
obtains a protection, keeping out other 
hats and forcing you to pay $1 each for 
hats which you have previously been buy- 
ing for 75 cents each. That manufacturer 
gets rich, but itis not by the legitimate 
profits on his business, but because the law 
forees you to pay him a bonus of 25 cents 
on each hat he sells.§That it really amounts 
to, although being concealed by an increase 
of price the real operation is not so read'ly 
perceivyable, 


Campaign ‘Lies. 


For downright presumption and cheeky 
misrepresentation commend us to the local 
Tory organ.

The causes that led to this state of affairs 
may be traced tothe coupidity ofmoneyed 
and other institutions using their powerful 
influence with the Government of the coun- 
try in the spring of 1873. They at that 
time passed a law to resume specie pay- 
ments on the 1st of January 1879 ; at the 
same time thoy passed a law to facitilato 
Banking, or what is called the National 
Bank Law. To unable persons or com- 
paines, who wished to establish Banks 
which should be unquestionably good, the 
Government wero to issuo bonds bearing 
six por cont. intorest, which were to be sold 
atpar for greenbacks, Porsons having$100,- 
000 worth or over of such Bonds,depositing 
them together with ton per cent of the 
amount of the Bonds in money, with the 
Secretary of the Treasury, would then ro- 
ceive from the Secretary 90 per cont of the 
amount of the Bonds in National Bank 
Bill's which they loaned to customers. 

Bankers, that acted in good faith and 
simply started one Bank, received from the 
Government or people of the United States 
six por cont. on thoir bonds,and an ayerage 
often per cont. at least on thoir Bill's 
loaned, or say25 por cont., in addition to 
which thoir Bonds wore exempt from 
taxation.

Sharp Transaction.

In the branches exhibited, too, the 
Americans are our principal competitors, 
and hence the prizes won are all the more 
creditable. Our neighbors are exceedingly 
exterprizing, and this is the first time that 
they have competed with Canadian mann- 


\ facturers and producers in Europe. Our 


ability, therefore, to carry off so many 
valuable prizes is a most favorable intro- 
duction of our country to foreign judges.

A Gipsy Queen’s Burial. 


Matilda Stanley, who was regarded as 
Queen of the Gopsies by all tribes through- 
out the United states, was buried at Wood- 
lawn Cemetry, Dayton, Ohio, on the 15th 
inst. She was a woman of great influance 
with her race. She died at Vicksburg last 
winter, where her body was embalmed and 
preserved for final burial. ‘The funeral at- 
tracted many visitors from the surronnding 
country, and it was estimated that over 
25,000 persons were present at the cem- 
etory, representatives of prominent gipsy 
families all over the United States and Can- 
ada having assembled there for the occasion: 
The funeral procession was a mile in 
length. The ceremony was conducted by 
a minister of the Church of United Breth- 
ren, and did not diffor from that of a Chris- 
tian fueral. At its close an effecting scene 
was presented by thejchildren of the Queen, 
who threw themselves on the grave aud 
filled the air with lamentations. For 
some timo past Dayton has been the head- 
quarters of the gipseys in this country, and

He hasti- 
ly prepared for the block and with one 
stroke ofthe executioner’s axe his head 
was severed from his body, The remains 
were immediately buried, This is the first 
execution since 1866. The Emperor has 
always since then commuted tho death 
sentence until the present case.

Potato harvesting willnow soon be in

THE LONDON “‘TIMES'’ ON THE POLITICAL 
CHANGE.—WHAT THEY THINK OF US IN 
BRITAIN. 


The London Times says :—‘*We are 
afraid the significance of this electoral re- 
turn cannot be reasonably disputed. The 
victory of Canadian Conservatives is the 
victory of protection over faee trade—no 
new thing. We unfortunately find our 
Colonies rejecting sound, economical doct* 
rine; and going back to fallacious reason; 


ing and short-sighted projects which the | broke into their school houses in East and 


intelligence and experience of the mother 
country haye long ago rejected. Sir John 
A. Macdonald and his party have their way 
in Canada; they may go as far toward 
protection of native industry as Mr.|Berry's 
Administrrtion in Victuria has done, but 
can hardly go any further. The protec- 
tionist victory in Canada, however, carries 
with it an unusual sense of disappointment, 
and opens up a range of serious apprehen- 
sions. Canada, not many years ago, show: 
ed mugh promise of becoming a thoroughly 
free-trading country, establishing her 
prosperity on that solid foundation ; but 
protectionist reaction, even though its 
yiolence may subside in time, though its 
illusions may be scattered by experience, 
willleaye behind it many obstacles in the 
shape of watchful, jealous, vested interests 
antagonistic to any renewed moyement in 
favor of free trade, At the same timo it 
must be born in mind that the Canadian 
policy, unlike the policy of any colony, 
either of Australia or South Africa, is lia- 
ble to aberrations produced by the close 
neighborhood of a great independent power. 
When we hear that Canadians haye so 
vehemently declared for protection, we 
cannot forbear from speculating upon the 
probable proposals for a customs union 
embracing the United States and the 
Dominion, which, as our American corres- 
pondent lately informed us, haye been 
attracting attention in Washington, will 
not probably meet with a much warmer 
reception from the new Ministry that will 
be formed under SirjJohn Macdonald, than 
they would have received from Mr. Mac- 
kenzie. The Protectionists in Canada are 
at least as jealous of American as of Eng: 
lish competition, and the Conservative 
party have been consistently opposed to 
any measures tending towards amalgama- 
tion with the Republic. Yet it must be 
acknowledged that to the mass of poople 
who vaguely hope that protection will bring 
them relief, the invitations of the Americans 
may bo made to look tempting ; and wo 
may see such another sudden, unexpected 
movement of public opinion as that which 
gave the Protectionists their majority this 
week. It may be worth while recalling 
the fact that ono of the earliest attompts 
of Mr. Mackenzie's was to procure the 
ronewal four yoars ago, of a Reciprocity 
Troaty withthe United States. Tho Hon. 
Goorge Brown went to Washington to 
open which afterward foll 
through, owing to tho apathy or hostility 
of the Senate. It was while the nogoti- 
ation was undecided that the Earl of 
Derby and the Earl of Carnarvon assured 
a deputation of Mnglish manufacturers that

AS tho Taxos for Municipal pur-

year 187S8/are rated at 16 mills. on the dollar, 
andtho Taxes for School purposes aro rated 
At 44 mills on the dollar: 


Therefore the Municipal Council of the, City 
of Bulleville enacts as follows :—
